Repetition and foreign languages and translation is a process 

of repetition and if it were not what would it be. Translation 
and reformation and the same content is assigned a new form and 
the form must be different otherwise translation would not be 
necessary, Translation and the search for equivalencies and some 
are easy like chanter and to sing and une symphonie and a symphony 
but others are not as easy. Pour faire une omlette il faut casser 
les oeufs and you can't have your cake and eat it and the equiv- 
alencies are not always easy to find on October 26, 1881, Queen 
Victoria's reign reached exactly the same length as that of Queen 
Elizabeth I and 16,199 days are equal to 16,199 and yet no one 
would suggest that Queen Elizabeth is equal to Queen Victoria or 
that on October 26, 1881 Queen Victoria equaled Queen Elizabeth
